TOM FITCH AT ST. LOUIS. 


The Street on the Laborer and Farmer. 


As the JooBNAiis satisfied thatNevadans 


would enjoy reading the speech of Hon. 
Tbos. Fitch on silver, at the St. Louis Con- 
vention, it is herewith given in full: 


Mr.. PBESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN OP THE 


CONTENTION:—It is now sixteen years since 
the demonetization of silver was interpo- 
lated into the national laws. During all 
these years the grip of the monometalist 
has be>n tigatening around the throat of 
the laborer. During all these years the 
vampire bats of finance have been increas- 
ing both their power of suction and their 
capacity for deglutition. 
Daring all these 


years the rich hare been growing richer 
and the poor poorer. Daring all these 
years Congress has dallied and dawdled 
and dawdled and dallied until we are led to 
question whether the interests of the peo- 
ple or the interests of Wall street are po- 
tent at Washington. If 
we expect to 


accomplish the restoration of bilver to its 
former vajne we most carry oar pmpose 
into the domain 
of practical politics 


[Applause.] 


THE FAEMEK, THE PLANTEB, THE HINEE. 
There ia no party west of the Alleghanies 


sufficiently strong to saddle itself with con- 
tinued robbery of 
the 
wheat farmers, 


[Applause.] There is no party in the Gulf 
States sufficiently strong to identify itself 
with avowed hostility to the interest of the 
cotton planters. [Applause.] 
There is 


no party west of the Platte sufficiently 
itroug to deny justice to the silver miner. 
[Applanso.] 
We should, I repeat, carry 


this question into the domain of practical 
politic*. I mean it is time it should be 
nndtr=tood by the magnates of both parties 
that there is no living issue in politics BO 
important to the people of the South and 
Wett and the Pacific Coast an the remoni t- 
izAtion of silver. [Cheers.] And if I may 
be pardoned the snggestion, I will soy lhat 
the representatives from the peculiarly 
silver States of Nevada, of Montana and ol 
Colorado, all of which representatives are 
Republican, and ail of whom are men of 
perception and oourogi", hare the power to- 
day in their hands to do more for the cause 
of silver than any three men ever bud in 
the United States of America. [Applause." 
And if I were one of these men I woulc 
take the responsibility of endeavoring to 
induce the other two members to co-oper- 
ate with me, and we three would notify the 
K'publicau canons that we would not go 
into it, that we would not vote for any man 
for Speaker who was ident Bed with the 
kings of Wall street, and that we demandec 
pledges with respect to the organization of 
the Committee on Coinage and Currency 
"We wonld invite the attention of the Re. 
publican caucus to (he fact that our threi 
voices would be sufficient to torn the bal- 
ance of power one way or the other. 


STEONGEB THAN PAETY. 


We would feel assured that every Re 


publican in Nevada, in Montana and in 
Colorado, would commend oar action in 
placing the interests of onr constituents 
before party allegience. We would demand 
protection for silver from the party of pro 
Uclion, and if we did not get it we woul< 
invite sealed proposals from the other side 
[Applause and lauRhter.] I am not here 
to complain thit Michigan lumber, and 
Louis ana sugar, and California raisins 
and Pennsylvania crowbars have been pro 
tected, but it cannot be denied that Con 
gresi has prostrated rather than protector 
our great industries of silver, of wheat anc 
of cotton. Protection is not a great mora 
principle ic whose behalf men can be ex- 
pected to sacrifice their personal interests, 
It is o coalition in which results should b- 
mutual, and thus tar the wheat and silver 
States have not received their share. 
In 


all Nevada there is neither a spindle nor a 
loom, and prairies of the Dakotas stretch 
lor hundreds of miles unlit by furnace fire 
How csn Massachusetts expect that the 
people of the Northwest will continue to 
vote for a high protective tariff to sustain 
New England factories when, both pohtioa 
parties in Massachusetts openly avow hos 
tility to tha great exporting industries o 


[Applause,] 
For ten 


producers bave beegec 


the Northwest? 
years the silver 
both Democratic and Republican reprc 
BentativfS in Washingtoa to undo th 
wrong of 1873, and for ten years they havi 
begged in -vain. 
It is time cow that th 


silver producers coalesce with the whea 
growers and the cotton planters. 
[Ap 


plause.] ind without regard to previou 
conditions of political servitude [langhte 
and applause], demand free coinage. I di 
not mean that separate political action i 
now desirable, or that it may ever becoou 
desirable, exoept possibly in a few States 
Separate political action is not desirable 
Separate political action would betoaban 
don the great parlies of the country to th 
gold monometalists. It is, I think, better 
policy for the friends of silver to captare both 
the Republican and Democratic parties first 
locally, and tifterwards nationally. [Ap- 
plause,] 


BENEFITS OP FUSE COINAGE. 


Free coinage would, as yon kno*, not 


only restore silver to its former value, but 
it wonld, as has been shown here, add 35 
per cent to the present prices of wheat, of 
cotton, and of farm produce, and it would 


* 
increase the wages oi the laborer and add 
to his opportunities for obtaining employ- 
ment. Nor wonld the benefits of free coin- 
age be confined to the miners, and cotton 
growers, and wheat growers, whose pocki-t 
nerves have vibrated with auguish for six- 
teen ytors, under the constriotive clutch of 
the la* of 1873. 
There is no great numbi r 


of men, none outside of a small coterie of 
capitalists, whc will resist the restoration 
of prices; for whether as cities, as counties, 
as Stat«9, or as a Republic, we are a nation 


m 
of debtors. Aa individuals, as corpora- 
lions and as firms, we owe vast sums, and 
while it is tiue individually that most men 
who are debtors uro also creditors, it is 
equally trns that the public indebtedness 
and the bonded iudebtedoeas of coroora- 
tion* is held by a comparatively small 
nombar of people. It is the misfortune 
of the labor-r, ond the gain of the capital- 
ists, that while debt represt-nis a fixt-d 
camber of dnl'ars, the vame of tho later 
which must tarn the dollars to pay tbe 
debt flu.ituntes upon the cirrent of snpp'y 
and demand, and tbe courses (,! those cur- 
rents ore la-gely controlled by the credilo- 
class. 
We bave heord something her* 


about money as a measure of Value. 


LABOR THE MEASURE OF VALDE. 


• - The tm'h is, that human labor ia not 


only ths cieatcr of all value, but it ia the 
tape-line by which all vi 1 ies most be 
measured. [Applause.] From a steam- 
ship to a hair pm, from a cargo of sugar to o 
spool of cotton, the value of every product 
of man's skill and industry depends upou 
the amount of human labor expended in its 


redaction. The apparent debt of this 
Nation ia the cumber of dollars it owei; 
Is real debt is the number of days' labor it 
-rill require to earn tbe number of dollars 
>f debt that it owes. 
Perhaps as a people 


we have not sufficiently considered these 
•lain principles of, political economy, and 
n our legislation we bave been too much 
nclined to listen to the counsels of bank- 
irs, who are supposed—I don't know why 
o possess the financial wisdom of the ages 
and to carry upon their shoulders the credit 
,nd prosperity of the Nation. I do not 
concede that tho Atlas who sustains the 


•eight of the world will be found behind a 
>ank counter. The creators of wealth, the 
>eople who pay the taxes, who maintain 
he armies, who bear the burdens of civil 
;overnment, who make good the losses 
caused by fire and flood, will not be found 
n the palacos of trade nor in the drawing 
rooms of fashion. They are hammering at 
he antils, they are guiding the shuttles, 
hey are facing the foam-crested seas, they 
are felling the forests, they are Bruiting the 
rooks, they are toiling in tbe wheat and 
cotton field, they ore busy at cook stoves 
and wash tubs and sewing machines. They 
are paying the debt witL their toil, paying 
t with sweat of face And vigil of brain, 
>ayiog it with values mated amid hot for- 
nace fires and under sweltering cans. [Ap- 
)lanae.] 


THE I.ABOBEB AND THE NATIONAL DEBT. 
Their labors haia been as ceaseless as 


:hoEe of Sisyphus, and about as fruitless, 
'or, after twenty years of general pros- 
perity, the amount of our national debt, 
neasnred by the number of days' work 
that would be required to pay it, is aboct 
as large as it was in 1868, and one has but 
o journey through this land to know that 
amid apparent general abundance, amid 
vast actual increase of general wealth, the 
aborer is not so prosperoa-i, so contented, 
or BO hopeful, as he was in the years which 
immediately succeeded Appomaltox. For 
sixtean years, in this Republic, the laborer 
ins been vainly striving to increase the 
number of dollars ha received for bis labor, 
and the capitalist has been plotting sac 
cessfnlly to increase the amount of toil he 
receives for the dollur. 
For sixteen years, 


in this Republic, tbe market value of dol 
lars has gone up, and the market value ol 
men has gone down, until freemen in their 
bitterness and their wrath sometimes ask 
which is lha greater evil, the black slavery 
that is gone, or tbe white s'aveiy that has 
come. [Applause.] Do I overstate the 
situation? 


A voice, No. 
THE FABMEB AND THE NATIONAL DEBT. 
I will refer to jnsl one statistic. In 1868 


the amount of onr National debt wns S2, 
610,000,000. Wheat was worth $1 29 per 
bushel, cotton 19 cents a pound, pork $2' 
a barrel. Wo could have paid the Nationa 
debt then with 1,400,000,000 bairels o! 
pork or 43,000,000 bales of cotton. 
Since 


1868 we have paid ip money $1,480,000,001 
of the public debt, and there is DOW left in 
money to pay §1,130,000,000. Bnt whea 
has declined to 86 cents per bushel, cotton 
to 18 cents per pound, and pork to $11 per 
barrel. It would take as ma ay bushels o: 
wheat, as many bales of cotton, as man'' 
barrels of pork, or as many days' labor to 
pay the balance now due, of $1,130,000,000 
as would have sufficed in 1S68 to pay thi 
debt of §2,610,000,000, 
We have madi 


about as much real progress in paying thi 
debt as did the god of Scandinavian myth 
ology who undertook to drain a drinking 
horn, but found it was connected with th 
ocean. [Applause.] 


TWENTY 1'EABS' 1ABOB THE EESDLT. 


Twenty years of abundant harvests 


twenty years of extending highways, twent' 
years in which the alert fingers of inven 
tion have harnessed the forces of nature to 
the oar of man's progress, twenty years O 
toil in the fields and forges and furnaces 
and factories of the land, twenty years o: 
unprecedented prosperity, twtnty years o: 
marvelous growth, and at the end the la 
borer is working for smaller pay, and th 
National debt is reduced in effect onl, 
abont nineteen millions of dollars worth o 
labor at a cost to the workers of $1,446, 
000,000 worth of toil. 


THE LABOBEB'S SATISFACTION. 


Tho laborers tried to dram the drinking 


horn, but ever the rapacious and remorse 
less ocean rushed m and kept the salt and 
unrefreshing waters at their lips. Still hn 
Sisyphus of lha prairies rolled his burden 
np the steep hill, and still has Jupiter o 
the banking house sent it crashing bock 
upon the breast of his slave. Has the la 
borer, then, nothing to show for twenty 
years of toil? Oh, yes; he can boast tha 
the aggregate wealth of the Nation ba 
largely increased, He can boast of facto 
ries established, of cities erected, of river 
bridged, of mountains tunneled, of trans 
continental highways stretching from ocean 
to ocean. He can call the roll of the land 
milliouoires and eight thousand Will r 
spond, where before the war there we- 
less than 500.

The Mariposa Stage Held Up—La 


Blanche Eeady to Meet 


The Arizona Flood.

PBESCOTT, Ariz., Feb. 26.—The bodies 


thus far recovered number about a dozen, 
many of which wtre found twenty and 
thirty miles balow the place where the 
flood overtook thorn. All the remains were 
more or less mutilated, while in several 
cases only fragments have been recovered. 
Many bodies have doubtless been buried in 
the sand. Some were torn to pieces, and 
others were 
carried far 
south. 
The 


force of the water when turned loose can 
hardly be appreciated without going over 
the ground covered by it. 
Those who saw 


it say it came down in almost a perpendic- 
ular wall ninety or one hundred feet high, 
and apparently crushed down instead of 
sweeping away everythiog before it. 
Im- 


mcnaebonlders, weighing tons, were thrown 
around as a child might toss a ball. Enor- 
mous trees were broken in two, or torn 
into shreds. Iron bars were broken or 
twisted oat of shape, and ordinary fiat iron 
was picked np and carried five miles, and 
then imbedded in the walls of the canyon 
eighty feet above the present level of the 
stream. A large safe belonging to Robert 
Brow, containing about seven thousand 
dollars, was swept away and no trace hos 
been found of it yet. The flood struck 
the lower dam at 1:50 o'clock Saturday 
morning, end five minutes later the head- 
quarters, five miles below, were swept 
away. Several persons were at both points 
watching, bat notwithstanding that, there 
were over thirty men drowned at the dam, 
and those who escaped did BO only with 
what they had on their backs, many only 
in their nightolotbes. Early Friday even 
ing a courier was sent from the upper to 
the lower dam to warn residents at the 
lower point that the former structure was 
in danger of breaking, but owing to the 
storm and darkness, the messenger, Woa. 
Akarg, could not keep ahead of tbe flood, 
and lost his life trying to cross the Hossay- 
ampa, within view of tbe survivors of the 
camp he had tried to save. Charles Thomp- 
son, tbe courier, who arrived from Wicken- 
burg this afternoon, and who lost bis ranch 
above tho lower dam, reports that nine 
bodies have been recovered at Wickenbnrg, 
and three above that place iu addition to 
those already recovered. All tho ranches 
along the river, including the old historic 
Brill ranch, have been entirely swepl 
away.

AN EQ 
' DEAD. 


' A Celebrated Young 'JLady Falls a Victim 


to Pneumonia. 


Of the death of Miss Kemler, the Sacra- 


mento Bee, of Monday, says: 


Miss Johanna H. M. Kemler, who has a 


world-wide reputation as an equestrienne, 
died in this city on Saturday. Thoniands 
who have visited the California State iair 
have witnessed the graceful riding of the 
Kemler sisters, and they invariably carried 
off the prizes for riding wherever they 
competed. They were born in thu city, 
but spent much of their time at their 
lather's ranch in Paradise Valley, Nevada, 
where they became so proficient as horse- 
woman. They feared nothing of the equine 
specieg, and have been known to conquer 
and rido the most unmanageable broncos 
after the boldest male vaqueros had failed. 


Thj deceased was with Buffalo Bill's 


Wild West Show, in Paris, during the 
Esposition, and gave exhibitions -before 
the hundreds o! thousands of people who 
visited that place o£ amusement.' She 
returned to her home in this city a few 
.weeks ago. Her death resulted from pneu- 
monia, and she survived only for -a few 
days the attack of that disease. She was 
bnt 22. years of age at the time of her death. 
Her funeral will take place from the resi- 
dence of her parents, H street, between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth, to-morrow after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. 


LOSSES OF STOCK. 


A Gloomy Outlook on the Cattle Ranges. 


The Eureka bentinel, of the 223, Bays: 
Joe Tojyiinii came in from his ranch in 


Ruby Valley last Wednesday, having lost 
hia way in the deep snow and was five 
days on the trip. He reported the roads 
in a very bad condition for travel and said 
that this Winter is proving fully as disas- 
terons to the stock interests of the country 
as was anticipated several weeks ago, and 
if 25 per cent of the cattle on the ranges 
onllive it, the owners will do well under 
the circumstances. He said it was reported 
that 300 head lay in a heap at Boland'e in 
Clover Valley, and it was estimated that 
150 head had dropped at Overland Station. 
At his own place 25 or 30 head have suc- 
cumbed, in fact there are dead cattle and 
horses lying in every direction". After the 
first storm, many of thecattle that survived 
were killed by hard winds and severe cold. 
John Hankies had a lot of calves under 
shelter, with all the "hay, and more too, 
than they conld eat. They were fat when 
they were brought in, but two or three 
months of cold and wet have killed them. 
In several places in Newark Valley the 
snow is piled up sis feet above the fences. 
It is hardly probable, so f er as Joe can 
estimate, that more than 20 per cent of the 
cattle on the ranges will be saved this year, 
as many of those that survive the Winter 
will be so weak that when the snow melts 
they will mire in the soft ground and be 
unable to keep on their feet to scratch for 
feed. 
It is repotted that 600 head of cattle are 


lying dead in Antelope -valley. At Njokal-s 
hay ranch 75 or 80 head ate known to have 
perished. The number of horses that hare 
been lost on. the enow covered ranges no 
one pretends to estimate, bnt the losses 
will no doubt prove very great.
